RING INJURIES 
KILL THOMPSON 


Philadelphia, Sept, 22 ()P) — Bill 
(Chicken) 
Thompson, 
21-year-old 
Philadelphia heavyweight, died last 
night of head injuries sustained last 
Thursday in a “comeback” fight 
against Johnny Haynes of New York. 
Thompson, the fifth fighter to die 
of ring injuries this year in the 
U nited States, was knocked out by 
Haynes with only three seconds re ­ 
m aining of their scheduled eight- 
round bout at Toppi stadium . 
He was assisted to his corner after 
th e count of IO, but collapsed and 
never again fuUy regained consci­ 
ousness. Police rushed him to Naval 
hospital and later to Temple univer­ 
sity hospital, where he died. 
Dr. Michael Scott performed a 
head operation last Friday and de­ 
scribed Thompson’s condition as im ­ 
proved the following day. Yesterday, 
however, the negro fighter suffered 
a relapse. 
The Haynes fight was Thom pson’s 
first since last April 12 when he 
was kayoed by Jimm y Bivins, Cleve­ 
land heavyweight, in a bout a t the 
Philadelphia met. The defeat by 
Bivins threatened to halt T hom p­ 
son’s ring career. Several m onths 
ago, however, he decided on a come­ 
back and signed for the Haynes bout 
with the expressed hope of regaining 
ring stature. 
W hile Thompson’s was the fifth 
ring death this year, there were nine 
last year and l l in 1946.

Top Men On Staff 
Tile scientists serving the labora­ 
tory are the top fruit men in the 
east and probably in the country.

Stein­ 
er, a one-time Arendtsville labora­ 
tory scientist, now is in charge of 
the Knouse orchards which com­ 
prise probably the largest individual 
orchard 
holdings in the eastern 
United States next to Senator Harry

orchards. Steiner

with the men at the Arendtsville 
laboratory and knows many of the

Planning “Open House” 
The 
present program in plant 
pathology is directed along three 
major lines: (I) continued studies 
on more effective and less injurious 
fungicides for fruit disease control, 
(2) studies on the diseases of sour i 
cherry, with increased emphasis on 
establishment and maintenance of 
budwood source free of the virus dis­ 
eases, yellows and ring spot, and 
i <3) studies on bacterial spot and 
brown rot of peaches. 
In entomology, emphasis is now 
being placed on the control of those 
insects which cannot be controlled 
by DDT sprays. In horticulture, low 
temperature effects on tree growth 
and fruiting, evaluation of new vari­ 
eties, and nutrition studies form the 
nucleus of the program. In soils, 
various phases of the orchard soil 
management studies are being in­ 
vestigated. 
Preliminary plans for a formal 
“open house” program next summer 
are being discussed for the new lab­ 
oratory and facilities.

Pennsylvania farm flocks, set an 
all-time record for egg production 
for the month of August, according 
to Federal-Btatc surveys announced 
by the state Department of Agri­ 
culture. 
H ie total of 210,000.000 eggs pro­ 
duced in the state during August 
was 1,000,000 more thant the old 
August record set in 1947, the survey 
revealed. The record was achieved in 
spite of the number of layers this 
August being two lier cent less than 
for the same month last year, offi­ 
cials said.
